It was the second time 
since last April that he had been there, 
and the family physician, who was hastily 
summoned to his side, said that the effort 
cf making the trip brought on a stroke of 
apoplexy, which caused death.

“The New York Life was neither dis- 
criminated against nor less shrewd than 
the others, nor unmindful of its policy 
holders’ interests, as the newspapers 
would apy. This syndicate has not been 
liquidated, nor has the company with- 
drawn from the syndicate its bonds or 
other interests. The syndicate has paid 
4% per cent. Interest on the participation 
of the New York Life, and the Finance 
Committee of this company believes that 
when the syndicate is finally lNquidated 
it will have proved a profitable invest- 
ment to the policy holders of this com- 
pany from every standpoint.” 

This is printed in large type at the bot- 
tom of the circular: 

“This shows just how much newspapers 
become confused over the information 
brought out by the Legislative Commit- 
tee.

FUSION CALLED OFF

retain its unity, its strength, and its self-re- 
spect. 

The sense of the Republican leaders of the 
entire City of New York as reflected at the 
meeting held to-day is in favor of nominating 
at the Republican Convention strong and rep- 
resentative candidates, who will, by their char- 
acter and the platform upon which they are 
nominated, appeal to and deserve the indorse- 
ment of all anti-Tammany organizations, and 
the support of all citizens desiring an honest, 
capable, and progressive city administration, 
freed from the influence of the public serv- 
ice corporations, and devoted solely to the 
city’s welfare. 


Mr. Cutting issued the following state- 
ment on behalf of the Citizens’ Union: 


The Citizens’ Union hears with profound re- 
gret the statement of Mr. Halpin. The Union 
entered the Fusion movement with a sincere 
desire to. co-operate in the effort to accomplish 
its desired purpose. With this end in view at 
every session of the conference which it at- 
tended the Union sought the opportunity to 
consider candidates for the Mayoralty. 

Except at the first meeting, when it pre- 
sented the name of Mr. Jerome, it was denied 
this opportunity until the meeting of the Sub- 
Committee on Nomination on Monday, Sept. 25. 
At that meeting it finally presented the name 
of a candidate to whom the Republican or- 
ganization offered no objection, and whose 
qualifications were such as to make him pe- 
cullarly fitted to become the candidate of all 
the Fusion conferrees. 

Mr. Halpin now informs us that he has no 
further need for our services and has given us 
no reasons for refusing to consider the name 
of Mr. Mcnroe. He tells us that the action of 
his organization is in some degree due to the 
Citizens’ Union's attitude with reference to Mr. 
Jerome’s renomination. The Union adopted that 
attitude at its convention in April and its at- 
titude was widely commented upon. 

The Union will stand by Mr. Jerome at all 
hazards, and it believes it certain that no 
movement for good government can succeed or 
deserves to succeed that sacrifices him to party 
considerations. 

In its statement the Municipal Owner-

Ever since the first Fusion conference 
held at the Republican Club in response to 
invitations sent out by Chairman Halpin 
of the Republican County Committee, the 
talk of the Republican conferees, includ- 
ing Mr. Halpin, has been for the nomi- 
nation of an independent Democrat to 
head the Fusion ticket. It is true that 
the Republicans suggested the name of 
ex-Senator Ford, who is a Republican, 
after the positive declination of Supreme 
Court Justice William J. Gaynor to accept

Whatever indication there was at that 
conference that Fusion would fail did not 
come from the proposal of Mr. Monroe's 
candidacy, but because of the declara- 
tion of Mr. Cutting that unless the Re- 
publicans were willing to indorse the can- 
didacy of Mr. Jerome for District Attor- 
ney the Citizens’ Union would not con- 
tinue in the Fusion movement. 

If the Republicans had announced that 
their withdrawal from Fusion was due to 
the ultimatum of the Citizens’ Union with 
respect to the candidacy of Mr. Jerome, 
their decision would not have caused 
half the astonishment it gave when put 
on the ground of the desire of the Re- 
publican district leaders to have a Re- 
publican head the ticket for Mayor and 
have the Republican convention select 
all the other candidates on the ticket. 


“Not Financial,” Says Halpin. 


Through Municipal Ownership League 
sources a report was spread last night

DR. BUTLER DECLARES 


Reputations Melting Like Snow 
Before the Sun of Publicity. 


TALKS AT COLUMBIA OPENING | 


On the Triumph of Mind Over Morals | 


and the Distinction Between Hon- 
est, Law-Honest, and Dishonest. 


Men of reputation but without charac- 
ter were denounced by Dr. Nicholas Mur- 
ray Butler, President of Columbia Uni- 
versity, yesterday afternoon, in his ad- 
dress to the students at the opening of the 
one hundred and fifty-second academic 
year. He said: 

““May I detain you a moment to point 
out one fundamental fact? Diverse as 
our intellectual interests here are, and 
various as are our daily tasks, there is 
one aim which all faculties and schools, 
all teachers and scholars, have in common 
—the building of character. Whether we 
pursue the older liberal studies or the 
newer applications of knowledeg or 
some one of the learned professions, we 
are all concerned, first and foremost, with 
the forming of those traits and habits 
which together constitute character... If 
we fail in this, all our learning is an evil. 

“Just now the American people are re- 
ceiving some painful lessons in practical 
ethics. They are having brought home to 
them, with severe emphasis, the distinc- 
tion between character and reputation. 
A man’s true character, it abundantly 
appears, may be qulte in conflict with his 
reputation, which is the public estimate 
of him. Of late we have been watching 
reputations melt away like snow before 
the sun; and the sun in this case is mere 








publicity. Men who for years have been 
trusted implicitly by their fellows and 
so placed in positions of honor and grave 
responsibility are seen to be mere reck- 
less speculators with the money of others 
and petty pilferers of the savings of the 
poor and needy. With all this shameful 
story spread before us it takes some cour- 
age to follow Emerson’s advice not to 


| bark against the bad, but rather to chant 


the beauty of the good. 


“Put bluntly, the situation which con- 
fronts Americans to-day is due to lack 
New statutes may be 


of moral principle, 
needed, but statutes will not put moral 
principle where it does not exist. 


have blinded men to the time-old distinc- 
tion between right and wrong. Both 
among business men and at the bar are to 
be found advisers, counted shrewd and 
successful, who have substituted the 
Penal Code for the moral law as the 
standard of conduct. Right and wrong 
have given way to the subtler distinction 
between legal, not illegal, and illegal; or 
better, perhaps, between honest, law-hon- 
est, and dishonest. . This. new triumph of 
mind over morals is bad enough in itself, 
but when, in addition, its exponents se- 
cure material gain and professional pros- 
perity it becomes a menace to our integ- 
rity as a people. 

‘*Against this casuistry of the count- 
ing house and of the law office, against 
this subterfuge and deceit, real character 
will stand like a rock. This university, 
and all universities, in season and out of 
season, must keep clearly in view before 
themselves and the public the real mean- 
ing of character, and they must never 
tire of preaching that character and char-

SLOW IN. PHILIPPINES 


Ladronism and Agricultural 
Losses a Set-back for Years. 


BOYCOTT IN CHINA DYING 


Secretary Telis of Welcome at Canton 
and Tokio Ovation—Record Trip 
from Yokohama. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 27.—The Pacific 
Maii liner Korea, with Secretary Taft and 
his Congressional party on board, arrived 
to-day from the Orient, heating the trans- 
Pacific record by several hours. The Taft 
party had been away since July 8. 

The Korea sailed from Yokohama 
Scpt. 17, and came direct to this 
omitting the usual stop at Honolulu. This 
vessel held the previous record of 10 days 
and 15 hours. Her time on the present 
trip was 10 days 11 hours and 5 minutes. 
anh average speed of 18 knots. The Em- 
hress of Japan has made the run from 
Yokohama’ to Victoria in 10 days and 10 
hours, but the distance is about 264 miles 
less. 

Secretary Taft summarized 
of his trip as follows:

“We arrived in Yokohama on July 24 
and were greatly surprised by the elab- 
orate reception which had been prepared 
for us by the Emperor, his Cabinet Min- 
sters, the Governors of the provinces, 
he Mayors of the towns, and the Japa- 
mese people. For five days we were the 
guests of the Government, and nothing 
could have exceeded the kindness and en- 
thusiastic manifestations 
which were shown to us. It was chiefly | 
due to the presence of the daughter of 
the President, to whom the people wished 
to show their gratitude for his efforts 
for peace. 


TOKIO’S GREAT OVATION. 


“Tokio gave us a popular farewell, 
such as had never been seen there before, |

Denies There Is Friction Between 


Them—Says the Far East’s Future 
Lies with Us and Japan. 


Baron Komura, the Japanese 
envoy, started on the first stage of his 
homeward journey to Japan at 
o'clock yesterday morning from the Grand 
Central Station.

Uchida, his. countrymen assembled on 
the station platform, and Commander 
Takeshita and the members of the Japa- 
nese Legation at Washington, who had 
traveled to New York of” Tuesday after- 
noon to bid him farewell. 

Said the editor of a Japanese newspaper, 
whose poltical views are strongly op- 
posed to the Government now in power in 
Japan, to Baron Komura: “ Your Excel- 
lency must take care of yourself now. 
You have had a very serious illness.” 

“Perhaps it would be better for me if 
I had died,’ replied the envoy. 

“No, no, The country needs you,” said 
the editor very earnestly. 

Baron Komura really laughed for once. 
Then he replied: 
‘because you are afraid of losing an object 
for attack.’ 

Owing 'to his illness the Baron has had 
to refuse hundreds of requests for his 
autograph 
Astoria. At the last moment a wild-eyed 
man dashed on to the platform and fought 
his way through the crowd to 
He carried a paper in his hand. The Jap- 
anese thought it was a late message on 
affairs of state, but when Mr. Sato leaned 
over the rail to take the paper he found 
it Was a request for the Baron’s and his 
own signature. 
rot give his autograph. Mr. Sato, how- 
ever, wrote his, remarking that the man 
deserved it for his nerve. 

Mr. Sato said that Baron Komura was 
much hecter and had eaten an excellent 
breakfast at the hotel. Dr. W. M. Pitch- 
ard, who has been attending him all 
through his illness, will travel with the 
party as far as Vancouver, and if neces- 
sary go on to Yokohama on the Empress 
of India. 

, Baron Kaneko. who 1s going back to 
Japan with Baron Komura, was also on 
the car platform, shaking hands with his 
numerous Japanese and American friends. 


“In an interview with a Times reporter be- 
fore leaving he said: 

“Please thank the American people who | 
have taken me to their hearts during my | 
stay here. I can truthfully say that the 
nineteen months of my sojourn here have 
been the happiest months in my life. I | 
have already called America my second | 
home. At the time when Japan was pass- | 
ing through a great crisis America showed 
us her warm-hearted sympathy and friend- 
ship, and

“The future of the Far East is in the 
hands of America and Japan. The two 
countries must be cemented together 
work hand in hand for future prosperity. 
Japan and America must act together 
to keep an open door policy in China with 
equal opportunities. 

“ The influence of Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion will keep the world at peace in the 
Far East.”’ 

In. reference to his sudden determina- 
tion to accompany Baron Komura on his 
journey to Japan and the rumors about 
the differences of opinion which had

“JT have been very much pained by the 
statements which have appeared in the 
newspapers regardin the relations ex- 
isting between Baron Komura and myself, 
It is absolutely false to say that we have 
quarreled and are now on good terms 
with each other.

‘Surgeon General Says Clean 
‘Clothes Saved Lives of Wounded. 


'VISION TESTS FOR GUNNERS 


|'Eye Wash on Hand During Fight— 
Russian Camp Plan Praised at 
Military Convention. 


DETROIT, Sept. 27.—Surgeon General 

Suzuki of the Japanese Navy, in his ad- 
dress before the fourteenth convention of 
military surgeons of the United States 
to-day, made what was declared by Med- 
ical Director Joseph S. Wise of the United 
| States Navy the most valuable contribu- 
| tion of modern times to naval surgery. 
“Much of our success in the treatment 
lof wounds,” said Dr. Suzuki, “I ascribe 
to the fact that before every engagement 
|T ordered each member of the crew to 
| bathe and put on perfectly clean under- 
| clothing. In a great mgny shot wounds 
| fragments of clothing are carried into the 
| body, and our insistence on clean under- 
|clothing prevented many cases of blood 
poisoning. 
; ‘Our experience proved that the con- 
|ning tower of a warship is a most dan- 
| gerous situation. Fragments of shell pen- 
letrate the slits in the tower made to fur~ 
lnish the commanding officer a range of 
| yision, and do great damage. Realizing 
this, Admiral Togo, in all the naval en- 
|gagements, directed his fleet from the 
|compass bridge of the Mikasa without 
receiving the slightest wound. 

“The vision of the men who fire the 
guns on a warship must necessarily be of 
the very best if their shots are to count. 
Before every engagement the surgeons in 
the Japanese fleets examined carefully the 
eyes of all the gunners. Any of them 
found with slight impairment of vision 
were treated, and if the impairment was 
too grave to yleld to immediate treatment 
they were transferred to another station 
and their places filled by men whose eyes 
were perfect. During engagements every 
battery crew was supplied with water, in 
which a 1 per cent, solution of boracic 
ecid had been mixed, to wash out their 
eyes when they became affected by pow- 
der, smoke, or dust. We also issued to 
every man in the fleets before going into 
action cotton wool, with which to plug 
his ears, and thereby prevent rupture of 
the ear drums by concussion of the gun 
ire."’ 

Dr. Suzuki said that by the issuance of 
quantities of extra heavy clothing, gloves, 
and boots, the crews of the Japanese ships 
were so well fortified against cold that, 
despite the Winter operations against 
| Port Arthur, not one case of frostbite was 
brought into the surgeries. The issuance 
of large-brimmed straw hats during the 
Summer prevented any sunstrokes.

Congress Removed.

MOSCOW, Sept. 27.—The expectation 
that the Government would cancel the 
vexatious restrictions on the reports of 
the meetings of the Zemstvo Co 1gress 
was realized to-day.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—A fraud or- 
der issued to-day by the Postmaster Gen- 
eral made public a peculiar scheme of 
collecting bad debts.

jeopardy. 

The disappearance of this absurdity, 
admirably specialized as she was for 
the sole purpose of her existence, is by 
no means to be deplored. As the pur- 
pose of horse racing is academically 
maintained to be the improvement of 
the breed of horseflesh, so the purpose 
of yacht racing may be said to improve 
the breed of sailing vessels. But these 
monsters contain no hint for any prac- 
tical purpose of marine architecture. 
The sailing vessel in general, to the 
improvement of which alone the sailing 
yacht can contribute, is more and more 
coming to be a toy. But the big single 
sticker was so huge, costly, and dan- 
gerous a toy that it is a pleasure to 
bid her a final farewell. 

Commodore Gerry, we observe, has 
hopes of a challenge from Germany in- 
stead of Hngland. But these hopes, we 
judge, will not be shared by most Amer- 
ican yachtsmen, or even described as 
hopes. The plain fact is that the Brit- 
ish and ourselves hold practically the

THE ORIENT APPRAISED. 


Hon. O. P. Austin, Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, in The National Geographic 
Magazine for September. 


Without transportation 
commerce. As civilization has ad- 
| vanced, commerce developed, transporta- 
tion cheapened, and the wants of man 
expanded, the importance of the com- 
mercial prize of the Orient has 
creased until its value has to-day reached 
| the enormous sum of nearly 3,000 millions 
of dollars per annum, 

In 1805 the world had not a single 
steamer upon the ocean, a single mile of 
railway on land, a single span of tele- 
graph upon the continents, or a foot of 
cable beneath the ocean. In 1905 it has 
over 18,000 steam vessels, 500,000 miles 
of railway, and more than 1,000,000 miles 
of land telegraph, while the very conti- 
nents are bound together and given in- 
Stantaneous communication by more than 
200,000 miles of ocean cables, and the 
number of telephone messages sent aggre- 
gate 6,000 millions annually, and one- 
half of them in the United States alone. 

The effect of this enormous increase 
in the power of production, transporta- 
tion, and communication has been to 
multiply commerce in all parts of the 
world. The world’s international com- 
merce, which a single century ago was 
less than two billions of dollars, is now 
22 billions, and the commerce of the 
Orient, which was less than 200 million 
dollars, is now nearly 8,000 millions. 

The population of Asia and Oceania is 
850 millions, while that of all other parts 
of the world combined is but about 750 
millions. Its land area is 18 million square 
miles, and that of all other parts of the 
world 34 millions; yet its commerce is 
Slightly less than three billions of dollars, 
and that of other parts of the world 19 
billlons. This gives an average commerce 
in the entire Orient of about three dollars 
per capita per annum, while the average 
in all the rest of the world combined ts 27 
dollars per capita per annum. Thus the 
Orient, which has more than one-half of 
the world’s population and more than one- 
third of its land area, has now but one- 
ninth as great as the average per capita 
in all other parts of the world combined. 
That section of the world which we are 
considering as the Orient, while it has 
more than one-half of the population and 
one-third of the land area of the world, 
has but about one-tenth of the world's 
railways and less than one-tenth of its 
telegraph lines. Can there be any doubt 
that this is at least one of the great 
causes of the fact that it has but -one- 
eighth of the world’s commerce? The peo- 
ple of the Orient are, as a rule, indus- 
trious, painstaking, and now disposed to 
commercial intercourse with the Occident, 
but without facilities for transporting 
their products from the interior to the 
seaboard, where they may sell or ex 
change them for products of the other 
parts of the world, they are powerless to 
develop a great commerce.

The three great countries of the Orient 


are China, India, and Japan. They have 
about nine-tenths of the population of 
what is generally known as the Orient, 
and the relative development of com- 
| merce among these three great groups ot 
|Oriental people which are or are not sup- 
pled with railways should be at least sug- 
gestive as to the effect of railways upon 
commerce and commercial growth. Rail- 
way construction in India began about 
1853, but didAnot make rapid development 
until more recent years. In Japan rail- 
way building began about 1872, but most 
of the development has occurred during 
the past decade. In China nearly all of 
the railway now existing has been con- 
lgtructed since 1900, and under circum- 
stances which have not permitted its de- 
velopment as a system which would have 
material effect upon commerce. We may, 
| then, fairly compare the growth of com- 
merce in these three great Oriental coun- 
itries, two of them with young but rapidly 
developing railway systems, the other with 
practically none. 

The foreign commerce of China, with its 
400,000,000 industrious people, but no rail- 
ways, has grown but $160,000,000 since 
1870; that of India, with 300,000,000 people 
and a system of railways, has grown 
$258,000,000, and that of Japan, with only 
45,000,000 and a system of railways, has 
grown $215,000,000. The Chinaman is 
known by those familiar with the condi- 
tions in the Orient as a natural trader 
and business man. A large share of the 
trade in the Orient is in the hands of the 
Chinese, and the positions of trust in the 
great banking establishments are largely 
held by Chinamen, yet, despite these com- 
mercial characteristics of the Chinamen, 
the foreign commerce of China, with no 
railway system, is but 85 cents per capita; 
that of India, with 28,000 miles of rail- 
way, is about $2.25 per capita, and that 
of Japan, with 4,500 miles of railways, 
lis $5.86 per capita. In other words, 
the commerce of China, without a system 
of railways, is about one-third as much 
per capita as that of India, and one-sixth 
as much per capita as that of Japan, each 
of which has one mile of railway for each 
| 40,000 inhabitants. 
| But there ts another feature of this re- 
jeent railway development in the East 

which must be considered as likely

The French [ndo-China 
is to be connected with the railways of 
China by a line 230 miles long, now under 
construction, at a prospective cost of some 
twenty million dollars. The railway lines 
under construction or projected in China 
promise to extend to her southwest bor- 
der, where a few hundred miles of rail- 
way would connect them with the sys- 
tems of Burmah, which in turn will con- 
nect with that of India, about 28,000 miles 
in length. 

From Indla the railway system again 
stretches westward into Persia, 
construction of but a few hundred miles 
would put this great system into com- 
munication with the 2,000 miles of road 
in Asiatic Turkey, which in turn connects 
with the railways of Southern Burope, 
while a comparatively short stretch of 
road at the north of India would also con- 
nect the Indian railway system with that 
of Russia. While it is a fact that serious 
political obstacles to some of these unions 
of railway systems now exist, it Is not 
unlikely that the demand of commerce 
will in time be sufficiently strong to over- 


{eonditions and to render possible a union of 


so far as relates to an interchange of pas- 
sengers, freights, mails, and the estab- 
lishment of other transporation systems 
between the railroads of Europe and 
those of Asia. 

Already the great Siberian Railway 
connects the system of Europe with that 
of China at the north, and, now that the 
construction of a few short links would 
furnish another continuous line from 
China to Europe at the south, we may 
confidently expect that the traveler may, 
within a comparatively few years, make 
the entire circuit of Eurasia by rail, 
traveling comfortably from Paris through 
the countries of Northwestern Hurope, 
Russia, and Siberia, into China, and

While it is a fact that the Orient, with 
more than half of’the world’s popula- 
tion and one-third of its land area, has 
now but one-tenth of its railways and 
| telegraphs, and one-eighth of its com- 
| merce, we are not justified in consider- 
| ing its commercial prize as of little value, 
| Present Or prospective, The total com- 
| merce of Asia and Oceania, which we may 
| broadly consider under this title, is nears 
|ly $8,000,000,000, about equally divided 
between imports and exports, and its 
| percentage of growth, even with the lim- 
| itea railway facilities offered, has been 
quite as rapid in recent years as that of 
the more favored Occident. The commerce 
of India is four times as great as when 
its railway system was begun, and that 
of Japan is six times as great as at the 
beginning of the construction of its rail- 
roads, and we may therefore expect that 
the development of the great railway 
systems now projected in China, Korea, 
Indo-China, Siam, Burmah, Malayan 
Peninsula, the Dutch East Indies, and the 
Philippines, with the additions planned 
for India, Japan, Siberla, and Australia, 
will enormously increase the commerce 
of that part of the world. 

The imports of all the countries and 
islands of Asia and Oceania now amount 
to nearly as much as the total exports of 
the United States. At present we supply 
but about 8 per cent. of that great im- 
portation, and it needs but a moment of 
reflection to realize what an addition it 
would give to our foreign trade if we 
could treble or quadruple our shares in 
the growing imports of that great section,

I have just read an article on tea copied 
from your paper. It is most misleading because 
it is not true. 

There is not a country that receives so much 
{impure and adulterated tea as the United.

The challenger, he declared, would be 
Robeft P. W. Houston, member of Parlia- 
ment from Liverpool and the managing

being sent over sooner was the desire of 
Mr. Houston to defer to Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton, should the Irish Baronet wish to 
make another attempt to Iift the cup.

| for Mr. Houston to carry out his declared 
purpose. H's declaration was made at a

“The new generation is always knock- 
ing at the door,’’ he said. ‘‘ Older literary

| always be appreciation. There is nothing 
| that is at once so faithless and so faith-

Mr. Caine dgain denied the report that 
he had come to America to study the 
genus millionaire. He characterized his 
alleged interview with a reporter as 
“‘ telepathic.” 

“It is wonderful,” he continued, “ to 
be a man of immense wealth, to control 
the destines of great masses of men. It 
is yet more wonderful to be a statesman, 
a position that has enabled your Chief 
Executive to stand higher than any 
crowned head in the world. But I would 
not give up being a novelist to become 
either a millionaire or a President. I 
think, however, that when the great 


ition of wealth. As for me, if I ever ap- 
proach these matters, it must be only 
from the point of view of my tiny island, 
| seeing, as it were, in little. 
in little, one often sees more closely and 
more finely.” 

Speaking of his twofold character 
novelist and playwright, Mr. Caine re- 
ferred with smiling frankness to the 
‘solid American money " that had “ gone 
| home to his little isle ’’ from his plays in 
this country. 

“It is a great joy to see emotions flash 
from the stage to the faces of one’s au- 
dience,’’ he said. ‘‘ Still, the best I have 
to say will always go into my books.

Mr. Caine characterized his return to 
| America as a ‘“‘ return to friends.” 

“I have come to see my friends and the 
friends of my books. Literature has no 
nationality. The American and the Eng- 
{lish public alike want ever the good and 
| the true.” 

He recalled his former visit, when he 
was a guest at a similar dinner given by 
Col. Daniel Appleton, then President of 
the Appleton Company. 

In introducing his guest of honor Mr. 
Sears, after denying the report of Mr. 
Caine’s special interest in the American 
millionaire, referred to ‘‘ that millionaire 
of the Middle West, who has lately wept 
at receiving the congratulations of his 
friends.”’

| Ina statement prepared by Joseph Ram- 
| sey, Jr., in reply to assertions published 
| in Wall Street that should he gain con- 
| trol of the Wabash Railroad at the com- 
; ing annual meeting, the Wabash would 
| lose ‘‘a big Southwestern traffic,’’ Mr. 
Ramsey sets forth that the alliance of the 
| Wabash with the other Gould lines has 
worked seriously to its disadvantage. 

He refers to the placing of the traffic 
management of all the Gould lines under 
one man and the consequent loss of traf- 
| fic by the Wabash itself as the beginning 
of the trouble between George J. Gould 
and himself, and says that only his own 
efforts prevented the Wabash losing more 
| than it did. 

Mr. Ramsey says that because the Wa- 
bash Is supposed to be dominated by Mis- 
souri Pacific it has lost its former friend- 
ly relations with the Rock Island, the 
Santa Fé, the Union Pacific, and the 
Kansas City Southern. The statement 
says further: 

“The Missouri Pacific and Iron Meunt- 
| ain can deliver traffic to the Wabash 
only at St. Louis, and if they delivered 
| all their traffic at that point to the Wa- 
bash for Eastern points, it would help 
somewhat to make good the loss from 
other lines; but the Missour!l Pacific 
works quite closely with the other strong 
Eastern lines—the ‘ Big Four,’ Vandalia, 
Baltimore and Ohio, &c.—that the Mis- 


souri Pacific may get some of these lines’ 
traffic West. 


“The Wabash ts also a heavy loser. in 
traffic at Chicago and Omaha on account 
of being a ‘Gould line.’ Every large 
Western system and Pacific Coast line 
reaches Chicago, and naturally they de- 
| Sire to bring their traffic to that point 
| for the ‘long haul.’ The Missouri Pacifie 
and Iron Mountain do not reach Chicago. 

“The Wabash has a good line eastward 
from Chicago, and, naturally, like all 
other Chicago-New York lines, looks to 
the lines west of Chicago for traffic—to 
the Santa Fé, Rock Island, St. Paul, Bur- 
lington, Union Pacific lines, Northern Pa- 
cific, and Great Northern lines, &c.—but 
as all these lines are in direct, or at least 
indirect, competition with the other Gould 
lines west, they throw down the Wabash 
and turn to its competitors East, who are 
not in competition with them in the 
West. 

“The lines now giving the cold shoul- 








; der to the Wabash, instead of a friendly 


hand, as in the past, have over 40,000 


|} miles of lines from which to gather traf- 


fic, as against 8,000 to 10,000 miles of . 
Gould lines, and even if the Gould lines 
forced all their traffic to the Wabash it 
would not make good the loss from other 
lines; but, as above stated, they do not 
do this. The Denver and Rio Grande is 
also bound to divide its traffic at Denver 
with other lines. 

“The traffic statistics of the Wabash

The increase of $20,000,000 in the stock 
of the Pennsylvania Company announced 
from Philadelphia yesterday is for the pur- 
pose, it was said here, of supplying the 
Pennsylvania Company with funds with 
which to pay off a part of the $50,000,000 
of eighteen months notes of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company which fall due Oct. 1. 

All 
Company, which is th& holding company 
for the Pennsylvania lines west of Pitts- 
burg, is owned by the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, and the new stock will be taken 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad. The pres- 
ent $20,000,000 issue will bring the total 
outstanding capital of the Pennsylvania 
Company up to $60,000,000. 

That the stock would be increased was 
foreshadowed in the annual report of 
President A. J. Cassatt to the stockhold- 
ers of the Pennsylvania Raflroad, in whicu 
it was stated that it would be necessary 
to provide funds for a further subscrip- 
tion to the capital stock of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company for the expenditures to be 
charged to capital account and for the 
outlay upon the New York tunnel line. 

A large part of the notes which mature 
on Oct. 1 have already been provided for 
so that a portion of the funds to be placed 
in the treasury of the Pennsylvania Com- 
pary through this issue of stock may _be 
employed directly for improvements. The 
sale of $100,000,000 of convertible bonds 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, 
upon which the final installment is to be 
paid this week, supplies the railroad with 
money to take up the new Pennsylvania 
Company stock. ‘Thus the operation is 
practically one of bookkeeping and re- 
quires no banking assistance.

MEXICAN CENTRAL’S REPORT NEW YORK STOCK EXCHANGE—Wednesday, Sept. 27, 1905. 


Shows That Monetary Reform Has 
Affected Earnings in Two Ways. 


Some of the results of the monetary 
reform in Mexico are shown in the an- 
nual report of the Mexican Central Rall- 
road for last year, issued yesterday. In 
regard to the actual value of the Mexican 
dollar since the present system was put 
into effect the report says: 

The rates in gold at which the company has 
sold silver dollars since that date have varied 
between 49.51 cents and 49.54 cents for month- 
ly averages, and between the highest price of 
49.55 cents and the lowest price of 49.46 cents. 
Such stability of exchange begets confidence 
in values, stimulates the employment of capital, 
and not only makes money dealings more 
certain, but adds greatly to the convenience 
of doing business. The reform has heartened 
the friends of the republic, and it is believed 
has opened the way for the establishment of 
many industrial undertakings which will be of 
great benefit. 

That the change. was not brought about 
without some disturbance of business ts 
inidicated by the further statement that 
the earnings of the company would have 
been larger were it not that the anticipa- 
tion of the changes in the monetary sys- 


tem affected business generally through- 
out the republic. 

The earnings for the fiscal year ended 
June 30 last, in Mexican currency, com- 
pare as follows with those of the previous 
twelvemonth:

The decrease in operating expenses was 
due in part to the more stable rate of 
exchange, but principally to economies 
which the report states were made pos- 
sible by the improved condition of the 
road. Including income from. other 
sources than operation the net income 
for the year, in United States currency, 
was $5,008,848. The charges against Iin- 
come were $5,219,558, leaving a deficit 
of $210,710, 


PIG IRON PRICES FIRM. 


Heavy Purchases Through Cincinnati 
Agencies—Rallroads Buying Liberally. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, Sept. 27.~The Iron 
Trade Review to-morrow will say: 
“‘Heavy buying of pig iron, with prices 
firm and tending steadily upward, with- 
out, however, any tendency toward boom 
quotations, has been the leading feature 
during the last week. The buying of pig 
fron through Cincinnati agencies exceeded 
the heavy purchases for July, fully 200,000 
tons having been sold, including 60,000 to 
75,000 tons purchased by cast-iron pipe 
interests, mainly for last quarter delivery. 
“Although much of the Southern iron 
purchased was at prices ranging from 
$11.50 to $12, Birmingham, for No. 2 foun- 
dry, there was a decided stiffening of 
quotations after the large orders were 
placed. 


“The United States Steel Corporation 
last Saturday made its first purchase of 
Bessemer iron for October delivery at $15 
Valley, at the meeting of the Bessemer 


Pig Iron Association, held in Cleveland, 
and negotiations for considerably more 
iron are pending. It is understood that 
the corporation will require 40,000 tons 
for October. 

“The Cambria Steel Company ts reported 
to have purchased 20,000 tons at $15. The 
srices of Bessemer Re. are now firm at 
15 Valley, or at $15. Pittsburg, while 
rasic has been sold as high as $15.50 at 
the furnace for delivery during the first 
half of next year. The railroads are still 
buying rails liberally. Thé New York 
Central has placed a large tonnage, the 
éxyact amount not being announ d. 

‘* Southwestern lines have purchased 100,- 
000 tons from independent mills, and other 
orders are as follows: Georgia Central, 
10,000; Northern Pacific, 30,000; Rock Isl- 
and, 40,000; Norfolk and Western, 25.000;

IRON TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Discussing the situation in the fron 
trade, The Iron Age says in its issue of 
to-day: 

The past week has carried further the re- 
markable buying movement that burst upon the 
tron market two weeks ago and the September 
tonnage is easily the greatest for a single 
month !n the history of’the trade. While there 
are evidences of excitement here and there, 
business for the most part has been done in an 
orderly way, and veterans in the trade refer to 
the present market as the greatest in which 
they have participated. 

The United States Steel Corporation has 
bought 40,000 tons of Bessemer iron at $15 at 
furnace for delivery in September and October, 
Further iron will be required for October, and 
the corporation {is expected to be a buyer of 
Bessemer at the rate of 40,000 tons a month 
The total of its purchases 
in September is 80,000 tons. Bessemer fron is 
now squarely $15.50 at valley furnace. In the 
foundry iron trade a prodigious business has 
been rounded up, and leading Southern sellers 
have booked a record tonnage in September. 
The largest seller is reported to have taken 
orders for 100,000 tons last week. Northern 
sellers bave been exceedingly busy also, partic- 
ularly in the East and the Central West. The 
movement has given strong proof that foundrt 
are at last getting a share in the ‘general 
prosperity. 

Coke manufacturers have advanced 
and are chary of long commitments. Con 
for Connellsville furnace coke have been 
at $2.50 for the first half of 1006 and other 
contracts at $2.60 are pending. The possibilities 
of an anthracite strike and the pinch of car 
shortage are both influential factors in the coke 
situation, which is [ochens op strong. 

Sales of English hematite for Atlantic Coast 
delivery in the United States have been Sit00 
neously reported. In early September 6&0, 
tons were arranged for, in addition — SS 
chases of last Spring, and it is unders' at 
a deal for 80,000 tons additional is pending, de-. 
liveries extending into next year. Prices on the 
other side have advanced to 58s. for East 
Coast hematite. Quite heavy buying of 
spiegeletsen and ferro-manganese for - 
vania stee! makers is reported, 30,000 to oe 
tons being taken in the past week. Ferro 
advanced $4 to $5 a ton In the past fortnight. 

Rail buying and railroad equipment 4 
are still the backbone of*finished matertal mar- 
kets. Fully 125,000 tons of rails have been 
booked in the week. More rails than ever for 
the Southwest and Northwest will be rolled in 
Pennsylvania next year, the Chicago mill being 
filled up to Nov. 1, 1906. 

The stringency tn structural material tf more 
marked, and Chicago jobbers are now shipping. 
far afield, reaching both coasts. Plate mills 
are a close second to shape milis in the matter 
of congestion, and an advance in the plate base 
is considered imminent, 

It is only mildly stating the same case to say 
that in important finished lines September sales 
have exceeded all records. Steel bar business 
is very heavy, the advances in bar iron now 
making steel the cheaper material.

ALBERS FOUND GUILTY. 


Sentenced to Three Years’ Imprison- 
ment by Nicaraguan Court. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. aT 
Merry, at San José, Costa Rica, cabled 
the State Department to-day that William 
S. Albers had been sentenced to three 
years in prison, but that an appeal had 
been taken to the Supreme Court. Min- 
ister Merry also stated that Mr. Brubaker, 
the Philadelphia lawyer, who went to 
Nicaragua as the Port Limon Company’s 
attorney, would arrive at Ocotal to-mor- 
row 

Mr. Donaldson, the American Consul at 
Managua, whose exequatur was canceled 
as an incident of this case, is on his way 
tu Washington and is expected to arrive 
here early next week. 

The conviction of Albers caused little 
stir in State Department circles. It has 
been a foregone conclusion for weeks 
that he would be found guilty. 

The Government will take no action 
until a detailed report of the case can be 
had, giving a full transcript of the testi- 
mony and the facts behind the whole 
affair. It is the belief here that 
Nicaraguan authorities have acted in a 
high-handed manner and have trumped 
up charges against Albers in order to 
sustain the operations of the tobacco 
monopoly in Nicaragua, and that Albers 
has been convicted on ex parte evidence. 
But until uncontrovertible proof of the 
fact is had, and it appears that Albers 
is not himself responsible for eyasion 
of the law and defiance of the authori- 
ties, the Government cannot interfere.
